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RECOGNITION 


To  GLADYS  BICKFORD,  Center  Harbor's  first  Town  Historian,  who  retired  in  late 
1991.  She,  along  with  a  committee  made  up  of  members  of  the  Historical  Society, 
gathered  together  information  and  old  pictures,  then  wrote  and  had  published  a 
"History  of  the  Town  of  Center  Harbor."  Gladys  spent  hundreds  of  hours  on  the 
book  gathering  information  and  data.  Perhaps  no  other  resident  of  the  town  has 
been  more  interested  in  its  history,  or  has  contributed  more  to  the  preservation 
of  its  past  than  she.

TOWN  MEETING 
March  12,  1991 


The  Moderator  swore  in  the  two  ballot  clerks,  Priscilla  Manville  and 
Priscilla  Sorlien.  He  also  posted  the  time  for  accepting  the  absentee  ballots 
as  11:45  A.M. 

The  March  twelfth,  nineteen  hundred  and  ninety-one  meeting  was  called  to 
order  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  morning  by  the  moderator,  William  L.  Taylor,  who 
announced  the  polls  were  open  to  act  upon  Articles  1-A  through  1-L,  and  the 
non-binding  referendum  relative  to  the  spelling  of  CENTER  HARBOR.  At  11:45  A.M. 
the  absentee  ballots  were  accepted.  Kenneth  Sorlien  was  sworn  in  to  cover  for 
the  moderator  at  12:45  P.M.

The  polls  were  closed  at  5:00  P.M.  and  the  ballots  were  tallied. 
At  7:30  P.M.  the  Town  Meeting  reconvened  in  the  fire  station  to  act  on  Articles 
2  through  30.  The  Moderator  opened  the  meeting  with  those  present  repeating  the 
Salute  to  the  Flag. 

Article  2.  On  motion  of  Lewis  Hanson  and  seconded  by  Robert  Heath  it  was  voted 
to  raise  $282,526  to  defray  Town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  3.  On  motion  of  Chuck  Burns  and  seconded  by  Robert  Heath  it  was  voted 

to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $157,150  for  the  maintenance 
of  Town  Highways  and  Bridges,  including  sidewalks,  dead  tree  removal,  and  Docks 
and  Fountain:  $18,137.89  to  be  paid  from  State  Highway  Block  Aid,  the  balance 
of  $139,012  to  be  raised  by  taxes. 

Article  4.  On  motion  of  Aaron  Smith  and  seconded  by  Kenneth"  Sorlien  it  was 

voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $162,058  for  the  disposition 
of  Sol  id  Waste. 

Article  5.  On  motion  of  Frank  Welsh  and  seconded  by  Gregory  Garrick,  it  was 

voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $31,500  for  the  maintenance 
of  the  Center  Harbor  Fire  Department,  and  to  authorize  the  Center  Harbor  Volunteer 
Firemen's  Association  to  expend  said  sum  for  the  operation  and  maintenance  of  the 
Center  Harbor  Fire  Department. 

Article  6.  On  motion  of  Lewis  Hanson  and  seconded  by  Frank  Fancher,  it  was  voted 

to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $49,350  for  the  operation  of 
the  Police  Department. 

Article  7.  On  motion  of  Chuck  Burns  and  seconded  by  Robert  Heath  it  was  voted 

to  raise  and  appropriate  $17,465  for  Parks  and  Recreation,  to  include 
Band  Concerts,  Holiday  Celebrations  and  Lifeguards. 

Article  8.  On  motion  of  Aaron  Smith  and  seconded  by  Robert  Heath  it  was  voted 

to  riase  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $29,131  for  the  purpose  of 
providing  ambulance  service  to  the  Town. 

Article  9.  On  motion  of  Walter  Kneeland  and  seconded  by  Kenneth  Sorlien,  it  was 
voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $13,400  for  the  operation 
of  the  Nichols  Memorial  Library. 

Article  10.  On  motion  of  Walter  Kneeland  and  seconded  by  Gregory  Garrick,  it  was 

voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  $2000  for  the  repair  of  the  Nichols 
Memorial  Library  basement  windows. 


Article  11.  On  motion  of  Aaron  Smith  and  seconded  by  Bart  Coudert,  it  was  voted 
to  raise  and  appropriate  $5000  for  Direct  Welfare. 

Article  12.  On  motion  of  Lewis  Hanson  and  seconded  by  Robert  Heath,  it  was  voted 
to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $4440  for  the  repair  of  the  boat 
launching  ramp  at  the  end  of  Lake  Street. 

Article  13.  On  motion  of  Frank  Welsh  and  seconded  by  Herbert  Martin,  it  was 

voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1000  for  Center  Harbor's 
share  of  the  operation  of  the  Red  Hill  Forest  Fire  tower. 

Article  14.  On  motion  of  Robert  A.  Beem  and  seconded  by  Herbert  Martin,  it  was 
voted  to  table  choosing  one  preferred  spelling  of  the  Town's  name: 

1)  to  accept  the  modern  American  spelling  (CENTER  HARBOR) 

2)  to  return  to  the  original  spelling  (CENTRE  HARBOUR) 

3)  to  re-affirm  the  spelling  voted  in  1980  (CENTRE  HARBOR) 

And  further,  to  give  specific  direction  regarding  which  spelling  should  be  used 
at  which  levels  of  government,  and  what  actions  the  selectmen  are  to  take  re- 
garding the  chosen  spelling. 

Article  15.  On  motion  of  Gladys  Bickford  and  seconded  by  Robert  Heath,  it  was 
voted  to  approve  work  to  be  done  by  the  Laconia  Monument  Company 
to  install  a  new  Veterans'  Mounment  on  the  Library  lawn.  This  would  involve 
cleaning  the  old  plaques,  duplicate  new  plaque  for  the  Korean  and  Vietnam  veterans, 
foundation  and  setting  at  a  cost  of  $5200.  This  money  is  to  be  raised  by  private 
donations,  held  in  escrow  at  the  Meredith  Village  Savings  Bank.  Project  to  be 
completed  in  1992. 

Article  16.  On  motion  of  Kenneth  Sorlien  and  seconded  by  Walter  Kneeland,  it  was 
voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $500  for  the  Centre  Harbor 
Historical  Society.  Funds  to  be  used  for  the  repair  of  the  Old  Centre  Harbor 
School . 

Article  17.  On  motion  of  John  Schoenbauer  and  seconded  by  Eloise  Coudert,  it  was 

voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  $3230  for  the  support  of  the  Inter- 
Lakes  Day  Care  Center. 

Article  18.  On  motion  of  Ann  Williams  and  seconded  by  Patti  Fancher,  it  was 

voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  $2500  for  the  support  of  the  Lakes 
Region  Family  Service. 

Article  19.  On  motion  of  Ann  Williams  and  seconded  by  Patti  Fancher,  it  was 

voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  $12,109.05  for  the  support  of  the 
Meredith  Public  Health  Nursing  Association. 

Article  20.  On  motion  of  Edward  Libby  and  seconded  by  Frank  Fancher,  it  was 

voted  to  table  this  article  which  requested  $300  for  the  support 
of  the  White  Mountain  Chapter  of  the  American  Red  Cross. 

Article  21.  On  motion  of  John  Cook  and  seconded  by  Audrey  Garrick,  it  was  voted 

to  raise  and  appropriate  $5687  for  the  support  of  the  Community 
Action  Program. 

Article  22.  On  motion  of  Kenneth  Sorlien  and  seconded  by  John  Schoenbauer,  it 
was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $600  for  the  support 
of  the  Lakes  Region  General  Hospital. 
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Article  23.  Robert  Heath  made  a  motion  to  have  the  Kona  Fountain  Committee  make 

available  for  publication,  no  later  than  the  deadline  for  the  next 
Town  Report  a  complete  accounting  of  all  funds  received  and  expended  by  the  Kona 
Fountain  Committee.  Such  accounting  to  be  "line  item"  by  individual,  company, 
and/or  entity  from  the  appointment  of  the  committee  to  the  end  of  calendar  1991, 
and  for  each  succeeding  year  until  the  completion  of  the  restoration.  The  accounts 
of  the  Kona  Fountain  Committee  shall  be  audited  each  year  in  the  same  manner  as 
all  other  agencies  and  departments  of  the  Town.  (The  word  anonymous  may  appear 
where  the  source  of  a  donation  has  asked  not  be  identified.)  Walter  Kneeland 
questioned  the  logic  of  the  article,  pointing  out  that  a  financial  report  is 
contained  in  the  current  Town  Report,  and  that  it  has  been  audited  by  the  Town 
Auditors.  Mr.  Kneeland  also  asked  who  petitioned  the  article.  Selectman  Lewis 
Hanson  read  the  names  of  the  31  petitioners.  Don  Leavitt  then  moved  to  table 
the  article,  and  Elwood  Shaw  seconded.  Motion  to  table  was  unanimous. 

Article  24.  Robert  Heath  made  a  motion,  seconded  by  Herbert  Martin,  to  see  if 

the  Town  would  vote  to  instruct  the  Kona  Fountain  Restoration 
Committee  to  halt  further  work  on  the  project,  except  as  it  shall  relate  to  re- 
storing the  Kona  Fountain  so  that  the  original  base  is  as  near  street  level  as 
possible  and  completing  the  project  as  it  relates  to  restoration.  Such  action  to 
be  started  as  soon  as  weather  and  funds  permit,  and  be  completed  with  funds  from 
the  Town  appropriations  and  donations  currently  in  the  accounts  of,  or  in  the 
future  received  by,  the  Kona  Fountain  Committee.  Work  needed  to  restore  to 
street  level  shall  be  completed  prior  to  or  in  conjunction  with  other  work 
needed  to  complete  said  project.  Don  Leavitt  explained  the  rationale  for 
raising  the  fountain  and  said  modification  would  be  expensive.  He  then  asked 
that  the  list  of  petitioners  be  read,  and  that  was  done  by  Selectman  Lew  Hanson. 
Anatole  Paquette,  artist  who  furnished  the  pen  and  ink  drawing  of  the  fountain 
as  it  will  look  in  its  completed  state,  said  he  thought  the  protection  around 
the  base  of  the  fountain  was  necessary  and  any  dismantling  would  be  foolish.  He 
recommended  that  the  voters  get  on  with  the  project  and  finish  it.  The  motion 
was  defeated. 

Article  25.  Robert  Heath  moved  to  table  this  article  asking  the  town  to  voteto 

disband  the  Historic  District  Commission  and  delete  from  Town 
Ordinances  and  regulations  any  and  all  that  pertain  to  the  creation  of,  and/or 
restrictions  in,  an  Historic  District.  The  Motion  was  seconded  by  Kenneth 
Sorlien  and  the  vote  was  unanimous. 

Article  26.  David  Schimke  moved,  seconded  by  Frank  Fancher,  that  the  Town  allow 

a  discount  of  two  percent  on  taxes  paid  in  full  within  fifteen  (15) 

days  of  issue  of  the  tax  bills  by  the  Tax  Collector.  Article  voted  unanimously. 

Article  27.  On  motion  of  Robert  Heath  and  seconded  by  Orion  Bickford,  it  was 

voted  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  hire  money  in  anticipation  of 
taxes.

On  motion  of  Chuck  Burns  and  seconded  by  Robert  Heath,  it  was  voted 
to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  sell  property  acquired  by  Tax  Collec- 
tor's Deed,  by  public  auction  (or  advertised  sealed  bid)  or  in  such  other  manner 
as  determined  by  the  Selectmen  as  justice  may  require. 

Selectman  Lewis  Hanson  then  asked  if  Frank  Fancher  would  read  the  poem  in  the 
front  of  the  1990  Town  Report  which  he  had  written  and  that  was  dedicated  to 
Town  Clerk  Ella  T.  Geddes. 

Kirk  Moloney  moved,  seconded  by  Sheila  Mohan,  to  adjourn  the  meeting  at 
8:52  P.M.  The  vote  was  unanimous.

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Center  Harbor  Planning  Board  Report  -  1991 


The  Center  Harbor  Planning  Board  experienced  another  moderately  quiet  year. 
A  handful  of  new  subdivisions  were  approved,  several  businesses  gained  Non- 
Residential  Site  Plan  Review  approval  ,  a  few  new  ordinances  were  worked  up 
for  the  voters  to  decide  upon,  and  several  other  planning  issues  were  handled 
by  the  Board.  All  in  all  an  easy  year. 

Among  the  new  projects  approved  were  a  subdivision  of  several  lots  along 
Piper  Hill  Road,  a  machine  shop  along  Route  3,  and  a  new  commercial  use  of  the 
old  Heath's  Hardware  Store  in  downtown  Center  Harbor. 

The  Board  worked  long  and  hard  on  a  new  Shoreline  Overlay  District  but 
ultimately  decided  to  pass  on  this  new  ordinance  until  further  issues  can  be 
resolved.  Our  new  High  Intensity  Soil  Surveying  (HISS)  ordinance  has  come  into 
play  several  times  during  the  year  and  is  proving  its  worth.  HISS  is  a  technique 
of  carefully  mapping  sensitive  soil  areas  such  as  those  along  lake  fronts  or 
wetlands  to  identify  soil  types.  It  enables  the  town  to  make  sure  construction 
is  not  done  on  "wet"  soils  which  could  adversely  affect  the  environment,  and  it 
enables  the  developer  to  build  on  "dry"  soils  which  might  not  have  been  identi- 
fied under  the  old  system. 

Everyone  is  welcome  to  attend  Planning  Board  meetings  which  are  held  the 
first  and  third  Tuesdays  of  the  month.  We  are  always  looking  for  new  members 
and  hope  if  you  are  interested  to  let  the  Selectmen  know.  Once  again  we  extend 
our  sincerest  thanks  to  Clerk  Sheila  Mohan  who  manages  to  keep  us  organized 
despite  our  best  efforts  to  foil  her.

JAMES  E.  NICHOLS  MEMORIAL  LIBRARY 
Annual  Report  of  the  Trustees 


The  Library  Trustees  have  met  regularly  each  month  on  the  third  Wednesday, 
and  in  many  cases  there  have  been  special  meetings.  It  has  been  a  year  of 
changes  -  the  setting  of  new  goals  for  staff  and  trustees. 

After  a  quiet  winter  with  several  of  us  in  Florida,  spring  started  the 
renewal  process.  We  regretted  losing  Marshall  Sargent  as  a  Board  member,  but 
\/ery   soon  realized  how  fortunate  we  were  to  gain  Kate  Vachon  as  a  new  trustee. 
With  her  computer  expertise  and  bubbly  enthusiasm  problems  were  more  easily 
solved. 

The  spring  conference  of  the  NHLTA  in  North  Conway  was  the  first  of  many 
state  and  local  meetings  attended  by  the  librarian  and/or  trustees.  Keeping 
up  with  new  ideas  in  library  education  is  an  important  function  of  our  board. 

Kate  Vachon  efficiently  addressed  the  need  for  an  entrance  railing  for  the 
library.  An  architectural  historian  at  the  State  Library  provided  pictures  of 
the  type  of  pipe  railing  used  in  the  1910  period.  D  &  L  Fabrications  made  a 
lucky  find  of  pipe  and  fittings  like  the  original  railing  at  the  basement  entrance. 
The  purchase  was  made  possible  through  a  gift  by  Susan  F.  Moore  in  memory  of  her 
mother,  Mary  Foster,  a  long-time  patron  of  the  library.  After  the  August  26th 
installation  a  plaque  in  Mary  Foster's  memory  was  placed  in  the  entry. 

A  bake  sale  at  the  Historical  Society  Plant  Sale  and  a  book  sale  at  the 
Congregational  Church  Flea  Market  enabled  us  to  purchase  a  new  vacuum  cleaner, 
as  well  as  carpeting  for  the  librarian's  desk  area  and  the  stack  aisles. 

Walter  Kneeland  has  been  a  trustee  and  treasurer.  Now  that  the  board  has 
decreased  to  five  members,  he  no  longer  serves  as  a  trustee.  However,  he  is 
treasurer  of  the  Association  and  thus  a  working  part  of  every  meeting  upon  whom 
the  board  relies. 

The  front  gardens  have  been  enjoyed  by  all  of  us.  The  trustees  assumed 
the  weeding  chores,  a  task  made  much  easier  with  the  installation  of  an  outside 
faucet.  We  thank  the  Woman's  Club  for  sharing  the  cost. 

The  Woman's  Club  has  brightened  our  outlook  throughout  the  year  with  their 
imaginative  decoration  of  the  library  mantels. 

In  September,  Gertrude  Martin,  our  librarian  since  1978,  retired.  Much 
time  and  thought  went  into  the  hiring  of  a  suitable  replacement.  The  interview 
process  was  expedited  by  the  advice  of  the  State  Library  consultant  for  our  area. 
Your  board  chairman  is  indebted  to  the  expertise  of  the  trustees  who  made  the 
process  go  smoothly.  The  choice  of  Michael  Sullivan  was  unanimous.  His  back- 
ground and  enthusiasm  for  establishing  goals  for  our  library  will  help  us  as 
we  grow  with  our  town.

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CENTER  HARBOR  VOLUNTEER  FIRE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 
1991 


The  past  year  was  one  of  increased  calls  for  the  Fire  Department,  Members 
responded  to  182  calls,  an  increase  of  15  over  last  year. 
The  breakdown  of  calls  were  as  follows: 

1.  Building  fires  -  28 

2.  Non  building  fires  -  26 

3.  Medical  aid  -  73 

4.  Motor  vehicle  accidents  -  15 

5.  Chimney  fires  -  7 

6.  Calls  for  service  -  7 

7.  Fire  alarms  -  27 

Manpower  at  emergency  calls  accounted  for  121  hours  with  a  total  of  780  man 
hours  devoted  to  time  at  scene,  with  another  2550  man  hours  devoted  to  training. 
The  total  of  time  volunteered  lay  the  members  to  the  town  was  3330  hours.  The 
average  response  time  was  5.5  minutes,  with  an  average  of  four  members  responding 
to  each  call . 

The  Fire  Department  is  at  full  strength  at  this  time,  but  we  will  welcome 
anyone  interested  in  membership.  You  may  contact  any  member  for  details. 

The  residents  of  the  town,  along  with  the  commercial  establishments,  are  to 
be  commended  for  the  obvious  fine  fire  protection  practices.  Please  remember  to 
check  the  batteries  and  clean  your  smoke  detectors.  Also,  we  recommend  that  you 
keep  an  updated  fire  extinguisher  in  your  cooking  area.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 
1991 


Five  of  the  past  six  years  Center  Harbor  has  provided  a  scholarship  for  one 
or  two  students  between  ages  of  13  and  16  who  have  completed  grades  betwwen  8  and 
10  to  attend  the  Youth  Conservation  Camp.  This  educational  experience  is  directed 
by  professional  staff  from  the  Society  for  the  Protection  of  N.H.  Forests.  In 
1991  Billy  Welsh  was  selected  to  attend.  He  gained  much  knowledge  and  also  had 
a  wonderful  time,  by  his  description  of  his  experience  to  the  Commission  meeting 
afterward.  The  camp  will  again  be  offered  in  June  at  Interlocken.  Anyone  desiring 
information  may  contact  Eloise  Coudert  at  279-8477  for  application  forms. 

The  Water  Quality  Testing  project  for  Center  Harbor  Bay  of  Lake  Winnipesaukee 
continued  in  1991  under  the  direction  of  Duke  Kline,  with  the  assistance  of  Ingrid 
Smith.  Cost  of  the  analysis  of  sampling  as  performed  by  the  UNH  Fresh  Water 
Biology  Group  is  still  being  shared  by  Moultonborough. 

Ingrid  Smith  attended  the  Lay  Lake  Monitoring  Program  day  workshop  in  Durham 
in  July.  In-depth  analysis  of  water  quality  was  tested  by  the  Fresh  Water  Biology 
Group  in  June  and  August.  Final  results  by  both  groups  indicated  a  very  clear 
and  excellent  water  in  the  Bay.  Anyone  interested  in  volunteering  as  a  lay 
"tester"  or  other  information  may  contact  Commissioner  Duke  Kline  at  253-7633. 

The  Fifth  Household  Hazardous  Waste  Cleanup  was  held  on  July  27th  at  Meredith 
Public  Works  yard.  There  are  seven  sites  in  17  towns  in  the  Lakes  Region,  and 
we  feel  our  Conservation  Commission  in  Center  Harbor  plays  an  important  role  in 
helping  collect  more  than  2000  gallons  of  old  oil  paints,  used  motor  oil,  paint 
thinners,  oven  cleaners,  pesticides  and  other  household  waste.  Working  with  the 
Lakes  Region  Planning  Commission,  we  are  hoping  to  protect  the  groundwater  in  the 
region.  The  State  of  New  Hampshire  matches  every  dollar  with  25(t  for  Household 
Hazardous  Waste  Cleanup.  We  are  hoping  that  these  HHW  collections  may  be  done 
twice  a  year  in  the  future.  The  date  for  the  next  collection  is  sometime  during 
the  summer  of  1992. 

This  year  the  Belknap  County  Conservation  District  annual  meeting  was  held  in 
Laconia  in  April  and  was  attended  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Sorlien  and  Ingrid  Smith. 

Because  of  some  land  property  being  sub-divided  and  no  longer  eligible  for 
"current  use"  taxation,  monies  have  been  gained  each  year  for  our  land  conservation 
program.  If  any  readers  have  ideas  of  land  they  would  like  to  see  protected  by 
Town  ownership  or  Conservation  Easement,  please  contact  Commissioner  Harold  Bernt 
at  253-6951. 

The  Conservation  Commission  continues  to  serve  as  local  inspector  for  the  NH 
Wetlands  Board,  as  needed.  This  includes  construction  of  replacement  of  docks, 
change  of  shorelines,  any  dredging  or  filling  of  wet  areas  or  lake  and  requires 
a  permit  from  the  Wetlands  Board  after  an  application  through  the  Town  Office. 
Dock  permits  must  be  filed  with  the  County  Registrar  of  Deeds  to  be  valid. 

Bob  Keren  submitted  his  resignation  due  to  family  and  work  constraints.  His 
interest  in  the  Commission  will  be  missed. 

Our  Conservation  Commission  wants  to  offer  advice  and  assistance  to  Center 
Harbor  residents  and  not  be  primarily  an  enforcing  agency.  We  have  access  to 
soil  and  water  and  plants  information,  free,  and  invite  people  to  ask  for  this 
assistance. 
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We  are  looking  forward  to  Ken  Sorlien's  return  in  the  summer  after  an  extended 
trip  to  the  West!

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REPORT  OF  THE  CENTER  HARBOR  HISTORICAL  SOCIETY 


The  Center  Harbor  Historical  Society  was  organized  in  1971  and  meets  on  the 
fourth  Thursday  of  each  month  from  April  to  November.  At  the  present  time  we 
have  about  75  members. 

The  main  purpose  of  the  Society  is  the  collection  and  preservation  of  objects 
and  facts  of  historical  interest  to  the  Town  of  Center  Harbor,  as  well  as  en- 
gaging in  projects  designed  to  improve  the  town's  historical  image. 

To  house  our  objects  and  artifacts  the  Town  leases  us  the  old  school  house  on 
Plymouth  Street  for  one  dollar  per  year  with  the  stipulation  that  we  maintain 
the  building  and  keep  it  in  good  repair.  We  use  this  building  for  a  museum,  and 
our  summer  meetings  are  held  there.  The  others  are  held  in  the  Cary  Mead  Room 
of  the  Municipal  Building. 

Our  big  money  making  event  this  year  was  a  huge  plant  sale  on  Memorial  Day  weekend 
and  held  at  the  Center  Harbor  Fire  Station  with  Bob  Benoit  planning  and  guiding  us. 

In  August  we  held  a  joint  meeting  with  the  Moultonborough  and  Holderness  Historical 
Societys,  with  Dr.  William  L.  Taylor,  a  speaker  for  the  New  Hampshire  Humanity 
Council,  giving  a  talk  and  slide  show  on  "The  Changing  Forests  of  New  England." 
This  meeting  was  attended  by  about  75  people.  Some  of  the  other  speakers  were: 
Robert  Writht  on  "Tools  of  Tradesmen  Before  Electricity",  "History  of  the  Tappan 
Chair"  by  Gunner  Berg  and  "Paddling  Through  Time",  a  history  of  canoes  by  Tom 
Whalen. 

We  participated  in  the  Fourth  of  July  parade  with  a  float  depicting  a  bucket 
brigade  putting  out  a  house  fire.  The  theme  of  the  Celebration  was  the  75th 
Anniversary  of  the  Center  Harbor  Fire  Department. 

The  clapboards  on  the  school  house  had  deteriorated  on  the  south  side  to  a  point 
where  we  decided  that  they  could  not  be  repaired.  We  had  them  replaced  with 
cedar  siding  and  primed  and  painted.  The  exterior  window  casings  were  scraped 
down  to  the  bare  wood  and  primed  and  painted,  as  was  the  front  of  the  building 
facing  the  road.  Most  of  the  window  sashes  and  casings  on  the  inside  of  the 
building  have  been  scraped  and  painted  also.  The  siding  on  the  back  side  of  the 
school  house  seems  to  be  in  good  shape,  but  the  paint  is  peeling  and  needs  to  be 
scraped  and  repainted.  We  are  running  out  of  space  to  house  our  artifacts  and 
must  have  shelves  and  cupboards  built  to  display  them. 

As  stated  before,  we  hold  meetings  on  the  fourth  Thursday  of  each  month  from 
April  to  November.  On  cold  months  we  meet  in  the  Cary  Mead  Room  in  the  Municipal 
Building  and  on  warm  months,  in  the  School  House  Museum.  Guests  and  new  members 
are  always  welcome.  We  try  to  keep  our  programs  of  historical  interest  to  the 
people  of  Center  Harbor  and  surrounding  areas.

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REPORT  OF  THE  KONA  FOUNTAIN  COMMITTEE 


The  Fountain  Committee  continued  to  meet  throughout  the  year.  By  late 
spring  the  Kona  statue  was  again  in  place,  as  well  as  the  granite  curbing,  the 
brick  walk  and  the  floral  plantings.

THE  KONA  FOUNTAIN  RESTORATION  COMMITTEE 
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STATE  REPRESENTATIVES'  REPORT 


Deepening  economic  woes  have,  once  again,  put  the  squeeze  on  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire's  budget.  Soaring  health  care  costs  for  low-income  families  are  res- 
ponsible for  the  bulk  of  the  state's  increased  spending,  and  this  is  likely  to 
result  in  budget  cuts  to  the  tune  of  $10  million  before  year's  end.  It  could  have 
been  far  worse:  the  state  took  advantage  of  a  one-time  $200  million  federal  bail- 
out to  narrow  the  budget  deficit.  When  that  federal  money  drys  up,  the  state  will 
once  again  face  a  massive  deficit  and  difficult  choices  about  its  tax  structure. 

A  bid  to  enact  an  income  tax  that  sends  money  back  to  municipalities  for  property 
tax  relief  and  school  aid  failed  under  a  veto  threat  from  the  Governor.  However, 
a  constitutional  amendment  that  would  pave  the  way  for  the  broadening  of  the 
business  profits  tax  may  be  on  the  ballot  sometime  soon. 

Both  of  us  have  been  active  in  promoting  other  legislation  in  Concord.  Rep. 
Steven  Maviglio  has  introduced  legislation  that  tightens  the  screws  on  those  that 
don't  pay  court-ordered  child  support  payments.  The  bill  requires  the  state 
to  report  nonpayments  to  credit  bureaus,  thereby  jeopardizing  the  credit  ratings 
of  those  that  don't  pay. 

Legislation  that  will  lead  to  statewide  Enhanced  911  emergency  service  is  winding 
its  way  through  the  legislature.  Cosponsored  by  Rep.  Tom  Salatiello,  the  bill, 
if  enacted,  would  provide  911  service  to  every  community  in  the  state,  probably 
within  the  next  three  years.  Funding  will  come  from  a  small  surtax  on  telephone 
charges. 

Legislation  designed  to  preserve  the  water  quality  of  New  Hampshire's  lakes  and 
rivers  sponsored  by  Rep.  Steven  Maviglio  also  is  on  the  way  to  the  Governor's  desk. 
The  bill  increases  the  septic  system  setback  from  75  feet  to  125  feet  near  lakes 
and  provides  a  model  shoreline  protection  ordinance  for  communities  to  adopt. 
Legislation  that  will  pave  the  way  for  increased  public  boating  access  sponsored 
by  Rep.  Maviglio  also  is  expected  to  pass. 

Five  bills  that  would  alter  the  state's  current  use  program  have  been  introduced 
in  the  legislature,  including  one  that  abolishes  the  entire  program.  The  only 
bill  expected  to  pass  will  require  a  study  of  the  system,  including  ways  to  reduce 
the  impact  of  current  use  on  property-poor  towns. 

As  your  state  representatives,  we  also  serve  on  the  county  delegation,  which  is 
responsible  for  the  county  portion  of  your  tax  bill.  Health  care  premium  increases 
plus  a  seven  percent  raise  for  county  employees  negotiated  by  the  Belknap  County 
Commissioners  are  two  of  the  leading  reasons  behind  another  hefty  tax  increase  in 
the  county  portion  of  your  tax  bill.  We  will,  as  usual,  take  action  to  reduce 
this  tax  increase. 

Included  in  this  year's  budget  is  a  proposal  for  the  creation  of  a  Belknap  County 
Economic  Development  Council.  Our  county  is  the  only  one  in  the  state  without  a 
local  agency  to  attract  and  keep  jobs  here.

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LAKES  REGION  PLANNING  COMMISSION 
Summary  of  Local  Assistance  Provided  by  the  LRPC 


Over  the  past  fiscal  year,  the  Lakes  Region  Planning  Commission  provided 

support  and  assistance  to  the  Town  of  Center  Harbor  at  both  the  regional  and

Provided  the  Planning  Board  with  examples  of  how  other  Lakes  Region  communi- 
ties define  "contiguous  soils". 

Gave  the  town  seventy-two  copies  of  its  Subdivision  Regulations. 

Made  additional  copies  of  Zoning  Ordinance,  after  revisions  had  been  made 
by  the  town.

I.  Agency  Programs  and  Services: 

Lakes  Region  Family  Service  Association,  Inc.,  is  a  social  service  agency, 
offering  a  counseling  and  a  family  violence  program  to  residents  of  the  Lakes 
Region.  We  have  been  in  existence  for  twenty-five  years,  and  began  operating 
as  an  independent  agency  in  1976.  Our  mission  is  to  assist  families  with 
difficulties  and  problems  they  face. 

The  agency  has  received  financial  support  from  the  town  of  Center  Harbor  for 
over  ten  years. 

A.  Counseling  Program: 

The  agency's  counseling  program  includes  individual  adult,  couples, 
child/adolescent/family  counseling  services.  We  also  provide  psychiatric 
consultation  and  evaluation  through  our  consultant,  Marcosa  J.  Santiago,  M.D. 
We  help  with  problems  such  as  marital  discord,  divorce,  depression  and  anxiety, 
behavior  problems,  substance  abuse,  and  parenting. 

Our  agency  provides  counseling  services  to  Center  Harbor  residents  in 

our  office  at  95  Water  Street  in  downtown  Laconia  and  in  a  small  satellite 

office  in  Meredith  Congregational  Church.  Outpatient  counseling  services 

are  provided  according  to  a  sliding  fee  scale,  and  we  seldom  have  a  waiting 
list.  Our  fees  are  affordable. 

The  Counseling  Program  offers  a  variety  of  groups  and  workshops  to 
residents  in  our  area.  These  currently  include  the  following: 

Adolescent  Therapy  Groups:  Two  groups  are  being  developed,  one  for 
Middle  School  teenagers  and  one  for  High  School  age.  The  groups  have 
been  found  to  be  the  most  effective  therapeutic  methodology  for  inter- 
vening in  problems  youth  experience.  An  experienced  MSW  social  worker 
leads  the  groups. 

Co-Dependency  Groups:  For  the  second  year  in  a  row,  we  are  offering 
groups  for  people  with  problems  of  "Co-dependency".  These  groups  are 
well  attended,  and  have  been  found  to  assist  with  many  relationship 
issues. 

Adult  Children  of  Alcoholics  Program:   (and  other  groups  to  serve  families 
with  substance  abuse  problems.)  The  program  includes  educational  work- 
shops and  therapy  groups  for  adults  who  are  experiencing  problems  as  a 
result  of  growing  up  with  an  alcoholic  parent(s). 

Children  of  Divorce:  Six  week  therapeutic  groups  for  children  whose 
parents  are  divorced.  On-going. 

Social  Skills  Groups:  Program  for  Elementary  School  children;  to  assist 
them  in  deal ing  with  peers,  teachers,  academics. 

Parent  Support  Groups:  We  staff  groups  at  the  Family  Connection,  a  deop- 
in  day  care  center  and  we  are  developing  a  group  for  parents  of  school 
children.
